He 
had no wish, uo desire to vilify, to injure 
or to defame Mr Bandmann in any single 
respect, and on the faco of it there was no 
singlo libellous word or sentence in that 
article. The learned counsel had tried, and 
he (Mr Smith) thought very unfairly, to 
draw certain inferences from the article 
“Tragic Power” and imix them up with a 
subsequent paragraph which waa an alleged 
libel. He said unfairly, because they had 
to tako that article as it stood in the in- 
formation read. The libel in this was in 
ealling him, Danicl Edward Bandmann, 
“ Trumpet blower” nothing mare or less. 
Tho inuendoes in the article, the inuendoes 
which had ‘been put in, the double menn- 
ings which had beon put in by the Attorney 
for the prosecution, were simply that the 
namo of Trumpet blower was mentioned, 
meaning thereby tho said Daniel Edward 
Bantmann. The remarks of the learned

Was that a man who had a 
right to pose before them as an injured 
individual? He thought not, and he 
thought they would agree with him. If 
Mr Bandmann had been so greatly injured, 
or felt those grticles so keenly as he said 
le did, lve -Wwould-y hee: leu «discretion 
enough not to go running about tho Colony 
grossly insulting a nan whom he was cri- 
minally prosecuting for libel, Ho (Mr 
Smith) contended that the alleged libeltons 
utter published by him for the bona side 
purpose of investigating a fact, in the in- 
turesta of his clients and supporters, whe- 
ther it was true that he had actually com- 
mitted 9, criminal assault on a reporver 
of the Telegraph by kicking him down- 
stairs in the theatre. He (Mr Simith) 
could not allow any such report to be guing 
through the Colony without investigating 
it; ond if he did not use the best judgment 
in the means he adopted, he used what 
judgment he possessed to the best offwis 
belief to serve the end he had in view. He 
had no wish to take any proceedings at 
the Poliea Gonrt against Mr Bandmann. 
Besides, for the editor of a newspaper to 
take such proceedings was out of the ques- 
tion, It wis the performance of a duty | 
and a very seriotis duty which induced him 
to bring before the publio the questions 
doalt with in the article about Mr Band- 
mann’s vielence towards women and in- 
fanta. His violence to one infant nt least, 
two infants, they had had put before them, 
and he asked them to believe that evidence 
as bona fide und true.

paper, by going to his (Mr Smith’s) clients, | 
who advertised and subscribed tu his paper, ! 
and saying ho (Mr Smith) was a blackguard, 
and a scoundrel, and wondered how any 
one in tho Colony took in such a paper. If 
that was not sufficient justification for libel- | 
ling, if he had libelled him, ho was very 
much mistaken aa to tho meaning 
of tho English Jaw of libel, Had 
Mr Bandmann taken civil. action, against 
him he (Mr Smith) “would have had 
an opportunity of going into the 
box and stating what ho know about the 
case of Mra Rousby. He should not have 
felt any bitterness towards Mr Bandinann. 
Te he had injured his reputation, nv ono 
could blame him for trying to recover 
damages. Tf he (Mr Smith) had been con- 
victed he should have felt that he was _pro- 
perly convicted, but Mr Bandmann did not 
take the ordinary course, but tovk criminal 
proceedings most vindictively, Not only had 
he obtained the aasistance of an eminent 
firm of solicitors, not only did he retain an- 
eminent barrister to eomdnct hia cage, but 
three days before the trial came on he got 
the leader of the Hongkong bar to cofduct 
his case. By a certain clause in Lord 
Canipbell's Act, it was enacted that in a 
criminal prosecution for libel where justi- 
fication was pleaded the prosecutor if sue- 
cessful was entitled to costs. From that 
they could seo Mr Bandmamn’s object in 
obtaining the leader of the Hongkong bar 
to conduct his case, of having a barrister. to 
sit by and take down notes, of having an- 
other legal luminary to sit by also and tuke 
down notes, and the eminent tragedian 
himself to assist, tho throe legal lights 
in clinching the caso home. Considering 
that he (Mr Smith) was unrepresented by 
Counse}, Mr Bandmann might. have shown 
greater consideration, and been content 
with only one bantister. That wag one 
more evidence of the vindictiveness of the 
prosceution. He would simply ask them 
to use thoir good sense in weighing the 
evidence. The liberty of the press was to 
acertain extent at stake in this trial; it 
would be utterly impossible for any editor 
to show tho slightest amount of indopend- 
ence in public criticism, if their finding 
laid it down that ‘Tragic Power” 
was libollous, That so-called palladium 
of English liberty the Press, which 
as had been snid had wiclded more power 
than Lords, the. Parliament, qr the 
peopley—the true principles of! liberty so 

‘ar ag the press was concerned, were to a 
groat, extent -imperilled- by “this: criminal 
prosecution. He should ask them to fing 
thet this was a justifiable occasion, that 
what he wrote was written honestly, and 
was what he -considered td bo o fair 
and impartial porformance of “a duty 
to the public and himself, He™ thanked 
them for the pationce with which they 
had listened to a- rather mixed harangue, 
fie had no pretensions tothe: eloquence of 
Uae learned counsel. He fioped :and _be- 
lieved they would find that ho atood there 
a man with honour nnsullied by any one 
thing or other he had said or written about 
the prosecutor in this case. 

At the conclusion of Mx Smith's speech

In the following Statomonts and Tables 
the Rates are given in cents, and are, for 
Letters per half ounce, for Books and 
Patterna, per two outices. 


Newspapers over four ounces in weight 
aro charged as double, treble, &&., as tho 
ease may be, but such papers or packets of 

apers may bo sent at Book Rate. Two 
Wavepapers must not be folded together a5 
on, nor must anylling whatever be inserted 
excopt bonfi fide Supplements. Printed 
matter may, however, be enclosed, if the 
wholo be paid at Book Rate. Prices Cur- 
rent may be paid either as Newspapers or 
Books, 

Commercial Papers signify such papera 
as, though Written by Hand, do not bear 
the character of an actual or personal corre- 
spondence, such as invoices; deeds, copied 
music, &, The charge on them is the same 
as for books, but, whatever the weight of 
& packet containing any partially written 
papor, it will not be charged less than 5 
centa, 


The sender of any Registered Article 
may accompany it with a Return Reccipt 
on paying an extra fee of & cents, 

Tho limit of weight for Books and Com- 
mercial Papers to Foreign Post Offices is 
4 ibs. Patterns for such offices are limited 
to 8 ounces, and must not exceed these 
dimensions : 8 inches by 4 inches by 2 
inches,

1, Small Parcels may be sont by Post 
at Book Rate between Hongkong ond any 
of tho British Post Offices in China, as well 
as to Japan, Macao, Pakhoi, the Straits 
Scttlomenta, Coylon and India. They must 
not exceed the following dimensions, 2 fret 
long, 1 foot broad, 1 foot deep, weigh more 
than Otts., nor be smaller than 3 in. by 2 
in. Such parcels may be wholly closed 
if thoy bear this special endorsement, 
PARCEL, CONTAINING No LETTER, but any 

cel may be oponed by direction of the 

ostinastec General, -.In the Caze of Parcels 
for Indio’ a. dovfatation... of .contents.:and. 
valuo is required, a printed ‘form for-which 
is supplied gratis. The Registration of 
Parcels for India and Ceylon is compulsory.
